X lM.ve your t^te of 9 April 1959# enclosing a letter of 
the sama date you ^ve addressed to General Twining, with regard 
to the iKMalhillty of ejecting a nn^ual reduction of forces In India 
azal Falcistan, eu^ the e£feet of recent area develo{Hxie»tB on such 
a move. 


There is ao doubt that developments in China, including 
the revdtt In Tibet and the ruthless attem|d at s^presalon by the 
Cldnese Communists, have caused grave concern in India a«d in 
otiier parts of South and Southeast Asia. However, eince neitlmr 
Pakistan *Kwr In d i a can lode forward to a military tmUd-up which in 
itaelf would be adequate to counter a direct miUtaxy attack by the 
Chinese Commonists, I doubt whefoer these developments should 
affect takfog sueh action with regard to mutual reduction of forces 
as might otherwise be deemed to be desiraMe and in the interest of 
bui ld i ng a stronger eccnomy in these countries. 

Or, to put it another way, X do not believe that the answer 
to the growing Chinese Commumst threat is as much mJUtary as it is 
P®^^ifoul and economict The answer to open military aggression by 
the Cemamuoist world certainly is not to be found in an at 

massive military btiild>up by each of the states threatssmd by world 
communism.
